Gr allspice 1 Final Ueport Concerning the Svents for the 
period 25 January to 7 Kebruary 1954 



1. JOn 25 January 19^4 at about 0930 hours, Grallspice 1 telephoned case 
officer T tnd told case officer that he had an urgent matter 

that he ^shed to disease with iiist. Using the pre-arranged code it was agreed 
to meet at 12C0 hours the some day at the saife apartment. Case officer arrived 
at the safe apartment at about 1145 hours and found a plumber fixing the kitchen 
sink. Case officer went back downstairs and e few minutes later intercepted 
Grallspice 1 Just as he was entering the apartment building. Together they 
walked down the street to the Gasthof lehner where the meeting v/as hold. The 
meeting lasted approximately one hoiu* during which tine Grallspice 1 related the 
following incident. 

a. Grallspice 1 said that on Friday, 22 January 1954, shortly after 
noon he received a telephone call from an unknown person (male voice) ask- 
ing for Kr. Schebalin. V.licn agent asked \fho was speaking the person again 
asked for Hr* Schebalin and then hung up. Later that same evening the 
telephone rang ag<dn and a raalo voice, believed to be the same as the first 
call, asked if !4r. Schebalin were at home. Grallspice 1 asked, who this was. 
The person merely asked if Mr. Schebalin v;as there and agent, answering yes, 
asked Again was speaking and what he wrinted. The person again hung up. 
On the ilay^ 23 January at about 1200 noon, the telephone range in 
agent's ap rtcient and a vroman's voice said that this was the Salcburg tele- 
graph office and that she had a telegram for Kr. Schebalin. Agent asked for 
the message whereupon the woman read the following telegram: "The message is 
for Mr. Schebalin. It r?3da: "Arriving Salzburg on 1532 train. Please meet 
me at Salzburg Station. Signed (Telegram w'as in German) Agent asked 

the woman where the telegram was from and she said Munich. He asked whan it 
was sent and she said "yesterday" and hung up. (C.O. Note: Grallspice 1 
and his wife had arranged a small code for signing their correspondence. 

They had agreed always to sign their messages to each other with the phrase 
"Kuasse". This would automatically mean tliat the message did genuinely 
originate with one or the other. This telegram was not signed with Kuesse. 
Furthermore, Grallspice I's v.lfe* .3^5^L.-.naae is Tatyana. The name she had 
been using in Salzburg i^cb probably explains the "M", with v:hich 
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the telegram was si|?iod,) Grallsplce Ij faarlng that his wife was in some kind 

of danger orylt was some kind of emergency’^ went to the train station to meet 
the 1532 tram from Munich* Uis wife was not on the train. He met all subse* 
quent trains from Munich the same day. However^ his wife did not appear. 

UiLor in the uvoning he went to the Salaburg rost Office aakea to have a 
copy of the tele^;raa. The clerk searched tlux)ugh ills log book aiKl said that 
they had received no such telegram, nfter agent had explained that he had re<» 
ceivad a telephoned wire that rJ!ternoon tn? clerk salu Uiab he woulo check 
Munich for confirmation that such a telegram was even sont. The dork later 
learned that no telegram had. ever been sent from Munich. 

b. Tliat evening (2^ January 1954) Oralis pico 1 returned homa about 2330 
hours aftor having met ...11 the I'lunich trains. His friend Gertruud K0S5SLSR 
had been visiting the W'UaO vtoman, GralXspice 1* s lahdlhdy, and When they saw 
Orallspice 1 had arrived at his apartment they invited him to their apartment 
Just across the courtyard for a cup of coffee. About 0200 hours in the morning' 
(24 January) KObSSLii^H and Orallspice 1 left WUKS* apartment and together they 
went into town to the :'fafe <^entral for a beer. About 0430 in the (norning^ 
shortly before KOF.OSXiOTw and agent left the Cafe, KOOGGL'dR told Grcdlepice 1 
that she had a friend v;ho even though he were only a minor clerk in an offiosi 
was really a pretty big %dieel and was working for a cause for which he did not 
necessarily receive money and hinted that Grallspice 1 should also work with 
her friend in this "cause”. Grallspice 1 piissod the remark off by sayixigf that 
if there was no money involved ho was not too interested. Here the conversa- 
tion stopped and Grallspice 1 returned hooe. 

2. Grallspice 1 and case officer agreed that this was obviously^ an attempt on 
someone* s part to establish Grallspice l*s iclenbity fichebalin and secondly the 
whole K0H3SL2H affair has all the eariLarks of being on Intelligence approach. Grail— 
spice 1 eaid that he had known K0ES5LEK for about the last four or five months and 
that he had gotten to know her through Frau nUK3« It seems that KOESSLER ar^ WUK3 
work together in the same office in the Salzburg Finanzumt. K0!:^33liER frequently 
came to visit the WlfKS woman during which visits Grallspice 1 got acquainted with 
KOSSSLSR. Grallspice 1 also related that one time the KO'ii33l.GK girl was playing 
with the agent’s six year old daughter and accidentally learned from the little 

girl that her nme waa not Xellinger but Jcheballn. Grallspice 1 said that he 
never paid any attention to the KOSSJLdH girl until \dt)iin the last month. iVhen 
Grallsplco 1 retuiviec to oalsburg from liis Christmas vacation in Hesaningon on 29 
December 1953 (it will be recalled that agent's vd^o romoined in Kacoingen at this 
time) the K0£3SU«3t girl completely uninvited or solicited showed a distinct inter- 
est in his background as noted from GQl/375. One day she oven askod him point 
blankedly whether he were Fu&sian. (Agent and fcmily speak Russian at home.) 

3. Case officer told agent that In this caso he was to return to his apartment 

Immediately and to stay there until he heard from case officer later in the aftei^ 
noon. He was also to note very coreTully everything and anything that KOESSLER 
should say to him If she called or visited again end he was not to decline any 
further approach completely nor was he to accept it. !Ie was to stay in the middle 
of the road and try to elicit as mudi Infomation as possible. Later in tho after- 
noon about 1600 hours case officer telephoned Grallspice 1 to see if everything was 
in order. Agent reported no furtiier developments. In that case it was agroed to 
meet again the next noming (26 January) at 0^ hours at the Protestant church in 
Salzburg. ^ J v: ’• ft

Urn The nnxt nomlng (26 Janu&ry) as arranged^ cass oXTicer aiid a/rent met at 
the Protestant church at 0900 hours and toj? ether tlid/ walked along Sehwarsstrasse 
to anf^iiCsnresso where they hela a brief meeting* Agent reported that KOESSUiR ^ad 
not tplophoned him on 25 Janiu ry nor had she come to >ri3lt hLm as would be her 
usuax' habit* (C.O* Mote: This probably meant that KOi^SOLvFc was going to wait a 
little wtiile before she nuide a second approach* She probably felt rebuffed by 
agent I s disinterest in her first approach*) Kearing that this entire affair might 
be a possible kidnap attempt against agent, case officer brought along a blackjack 
and a pair of brass knuckles in a paper sack which he gave to agent for oho latter* s 
use and protection* Case officer then tola agent that he had to go away for about 
one day, from noon 26 Jan\iary until noon 27 January, anu that should some emergency 
ariA^ hft UM« case officer's telephone number and ask for ’’Jonos'*, the friend 

of fC 3 ^ ^ "Jones” could arrange an emergency meeting* Case 

officer, however, cautioned tF^at agent was to use this s^am only in an extreme amer* 
gency* On 27 January when case officer returned from his trip he telephoned agent 
to see if everything were in order. Agent replied that it was. It was then agreed 
to meet at 0900 hours on 2B January as arrangea. 



SVEMT3 - 28 January 1954 

5* When case officer and met at 0900 hours 2d January agent said that* 

KOEdSLER had called }\im on Tuesday (26 January) and had rathor urgently invited 
him bo go to a literary lecture at the dalzburg Volkshochschuie that evening. How* 
over, agent declined saying that he was sick* On the next day ho checked and found 
that there Fiad been no literary lecture given that evening in Salzburg. There had 
been various lectures but none dealing with ax^ literary topics. Agent reported 
that she (COESSLI^O had not phoned him or visited him on 27 January. Case officer 
told agent that It bad been decided to have agent's wlfo come back to Salzburg inr* 
mediately so that all three would be together. Then it would be easier to keep 
track of them* Therefore, agent was to write a telegram asking his wife bo retxtm 
to Freilassing on the evening of 29 January whore sho would be met and brought to 
Salzburg. Agent wrote the telegram and gave it to case officer. The meeting ended 
with case officer telling agamt to go back hrae and wait until further word. Case 
officer then I’uaediately drove to 3ad Reichenliall where he dent the telegram to 
agent's wife in Mesmuingen. 



6. i/hen case officer recurnod bo SOB about 1100 h?urs^ ne learned that Grail* 
spice 1' s ezoigration was nearing completion and that Headquarters hud requested 
that Crallspice’ 1 be in Washington on 1 February* (See DIE 35696) Necessary ar^ 
rangeaents for schedxiLlng K.tTS fligFits to Washington for case officer, agent and 
family, for getting the shots, etcetera were made ismiediately* Case officer then 
telephoned agent and asked to meet him that afternoon at 1400 hours. At this time 
case officer told agent that he was to pack all his things tpgether and that case 
officer and agent would drive to Memmlngea the next day to pick up agent's wife 
and daughter and then drive on to Frankfurt to embark on 31 January for a flight to 
Washington, b»C« Agent somewhat stunned by this rapid sequence of events said that 
he would do his very best to gob packed up and ready to go. He asked whether his 
mother-in-law was to be Included in this emigration. Case officer answered that 
she could not go along at this time* Agent said that whis may cause some difficulty 
with hia wife since she would be quite opposed to leaving the aged woman alone at 
this time. Case officer said that there was nothing else that could be dond, that 
it had to be this way and that the mothei*-in*law..vQ3ju have to stay in Germany un* 
til arrangements corGid be made at her emigration to the States* 
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It >ra 0 therefore agreed to meet again the next norning (29 January) at 09CX) hours 
at a gas station on Alpenstraese* In the meantime case officer would send a 
teXe 2 ;ruin to agent's wife teJLUjig her not to come to Salaburg hut to remain in 
Memmlngen and thitt agent was coodng to Mn'»mingon« Case officer then drove to Bad 
Reichenhall for the second time and sent the second t^le^ram which in effect can* 
celled the arran^;«mento for the wife's ccmini^ to f>alxburg. 

7* hlian cas^ officer returned to SOB later in the afternoon, he learned 
that the Anqy had cut orders for case officer, agent, wife and daughter for 
priority space on a KATS fliglit from Frankfurt, Gonnany to >.as^iington, D.C, 
leaving on January and that arrangements had been made with the Artny to have 
agent receive a aiaallpOL’r vaccination at the 109th Fio!*<^ Hcsnitol In on 

the morning of 29 January* Case officer then called *C ^ in 

Munich to inform him that GruUspice 1 and family were on their way to the States 
under Section 3 and to learn what necessary papers were needed* Cl U 
j^ed that all Crallspice 1 and f;<mily needed were the yellow vaccination cards « 
He said he could supply those at MOB* Case officer said he would pick up the 
three cards and also agent' s TTJ^s which had been left at MOB for renewal on his 
way to Frankfurt* Tlie fictitious name of Hermann Strclchmann, Maria and Rita 
had been invented for Grails pice 1, wife and daughter* These names would be 
used during the trip from Frankfurt to Washington, 0*C* 

EVEKTS * 29 January 1954 

B* Case officer met agent at 0900 hours on 29 January at the gas station 
on Alpenstrasse and drove him to Camp Triscott'a 109th Field Hospital i4iore agent 
was given a smallpox vaccination* Case officer then escorted Grallspica 1 back 
to town and told agent that ho was to go home, pack all his things together and 
then take them via taxi to the railroad station in Salcburg* (Agent had about 9 
suitcases*) Case officer would then meet him and at 1300 together with the 9 
suitc&ees they would travel by cor to Memmingen that afternoon to pick up agent's 
wife and d'aughter and from there go to Frankfurt ready for the flight that Sun- 
day (31 Jaxmry) to Washington, C*C* Case officer also told agent not to infom 
Frau VUKS of his intended departure until Just a few hours before he actually 
left the apartment* He was merely to tell her that he had been called back to 
Germany by his company vovy unexpectedly* 



9* Case officer then returned co SOB where at about 1100 hours he learned 
that the passage on the MATS flight for 31 January had been postponed until k 
February* Case officer then called agent and told him that there had been ,a 
change in the plan and that we would have to wait several days before going to 
Germany* Agent said that he had already informed Frau WUKS about 2 minutes be- 
fore that he was returning to Germany* Case officer said that he would telephone 
agent later in the afternoon* That afternoon about lAOO hours agent telephoned 
case officer and asked to see him as soon as possible* Caee officer said that 
they Would meet within 10 sdnutes at the gas station near agent's house* At 
this time agent related that he had received a series of mysterious telephone 
calls from an unknown male person* This person wc^ild telephone Grallspico 1 and 
ask hiia if Mr* Dellinger were at hoiae* When Grallspice 1 answered thet he ii'as 
Mr* Dellinger the person on the other end of the line would hang up* The first 
telephone call came at about U30 hours and there were two or three after that 
about every half hour* Grallspice 1 also related that shortly after he had in- 
formed Frau WUKS that he was leaving^ th.e as^irtment he overheard bar telephoning 
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the KOVISSLKR girl telling her that Mr. Dellinger was checking out |pf the apart* 
ment and going back to Germany. (C.O* Notei Thia short episode Rjore or less 
clinched the participation of KOISSSLER in this entire Affair and ni^es it quite 
apparent that she is the key to this story.) Case officer then told agent to go 
back bo the amrtment, pack his things together iir.roediately and caae officer 
would pick him up at the railroad station at 1600 hours. C ^then returned 
to SOD where he picked up i J and together tney proceeded to the 

area of Grollspice I's apan^mem. ana {»irKed Iho car about a block away at a 
vantage point froci where they could observe both entrances and exits of the Grail- 
spice apartment buildinn. (C.O. Note: This was primarily a security aeastire 

whereby C. ^ were to act as convoy and bodyguard for agent.) 

dCr ^ a waited in the car but did not observe anything unusual in the 

apaxxmenit ouUding. Finally at 1545 hours a cab drove up in front of the apart- 
ment building and Grails pice I started loading his baggage into the cab. A few 
minutes later Grallspico 1 left in the cab for the railroad station and(p 
and ^ JDfoUovred the cab all the way. However about one half the w^ to the 
railroad station the cab made a slight detour off to the Salzburg Finanzamt. 

Here Grallspice 1 got out and went into the Finanzamt. about five minutes later 
agent come out again» got into the cak> and went to the railroad station. (C.O. 
Note: Grallspice 1 later told case officer that just ae he was leaving the apart- 

ment KOSSSLSH telephoned him saying she had to see him about a very important 
matter, k'her. Grallspice 1 sa^^ at the Finanzamt she said the ^'important mat- 
ter" was several books which Cralls'pice 1 had lent her. She urgently asked that 
Grallspice 1 give her his foxwarding address so she could send the books later. 
Grallspice 1 did not give any address but told KOESSLER he \^ould pick up the books 
when he >/as in town next. Then KOSSSLHli told him of the proverb: '^t is good to 

know the truth and talk about it^ but even better to know the truth and keep 
quiet." With this she said, "Lebe wohl" and Grallspice 1 returned to the cab.) 

Here C" J parked the car about 3 blocks away letting ^ IHen pro- 

ceeded on foot to the railroad station where he met Cralxepxce x who had already 
checked his baggage and together they walked back on foot to the autonobUe cheek-_ 
ing three or four times for possible surveillance. None was detected. C. 
and Grallspice 1 drove to CT Jjprivate residence in Salzburg where Grail* 
spice 1 stayed until the next morning. 



10. At 0800 hours 30 January 1954 Grallspice 1 left by auto- 

mobile for Memmingen, Germany. They picked up agent* s baggage which had been 
cheeked at the railroad station, crossed the Austro-German border on the Auto- 
bahn (agent was token across the German border on a wa^’'-blU made out in the 
name of "Johann Sdelmann") and drove to Munich arriving there approximately 1030 
hours. 3loft agent in a Gasthaus there ana proceeded to MOB where ho 

met He obtained from J the temporary travel docu- 

ments ror agenc aiia ois^ife and also obtains three international ismmnization 
cards which had already been made out and stamped. The fictitious Streichmann 
name for agent, wife and daughter were then typed in. ^ ") picked up agent 

in the Gasthaus and at about 1130 hours they departed Munich for Manmingen. 

They arrived in Landsberg midway between Munich and Mesningen about 1400 hours. 
Since it was considered inadvisable to arrive in Manmingen In the daylight, case 
officer and agent spent the afternoon in Landsberg and then at about 1700 hours 
proceeded to Memmingen arriving there at 1815 hoiirs* Case officer drove agent 
and his 9 suitcases right to his house. Agent felt certain that there wo\:ld be 
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no security objection to having an Anorican car drive up to his house since many 
American Atmy and State liepartment cars visited the housing area in which agent 
lived, d ^dropped off agem; and baggage and then wont to the Hotel Bohn- 
hof where he registered using a false AGO card* On the trip from Mimich to Mem* 
^mlnaen the left front wheel of the operational vehicle started to shi&iny* 

Jtook the car to a garage that ovening, loft it for repairs saying we 
would pick it up on Tuesday (2 February)* This provided a very suitable cover 
story forQ^ ^ having to stay in Mewningen on Sunday aiul Monday* 

11* The next rooming 01 January) cr.so officer met agent in a cafe in Mem- 
mingen at which tlmo agent reported that evoiything was in order and that his 
wife and daughter would definitely bo able to leave on .vodnesday for Fronlcfurt* 

In the ao^mtimo they would receive thoir omallpox vaccinations* £1 ^aet 

Grails pics 1 dally Just to check for any |x>ssible flaps or imexpectod events* On 
1 February came to Meraraingen and broughl^ amendment 

to Grallsplce l*s oraers fiSr the military flight vhicli provided for agent and his 
wife to travel without documentation* 



EYFINTS * 3 February to 7 February 1954 

12* On the morning of 3 February at 0700 hours case officer met agent and 
his family with there baggage at a point in Keaminnen and together they drove on 
to Frankfurt arriving their at lAOO hours* CT J3^sft Grallspice 1 and his 
family off at the Hotel Victoria in Frankfurt where they registered under true 
name* (Case officer stayed at a hotel about a block away*) Case officer then 
went to FOB where final arrangements were mace for case officor^ agent and his 
family to boaxxl ths MAT3 aircraft the next day for ’ ashington, h.C. Those ai^ 
ranr '!nents^ of course^ had to be made through liaison channels since agent and 
his family did not have any cocumontation whatsoever* Another set of orders pro- 
viding for travel without documentation was issued in Frankfurt since the set 
which Cr ^brought had been stamped “secret” and hence could not be showed 
freely at tno airfield* Cano officer returned to Grallspice 1 and his family re- 
maining with thea several hours* It was arranged to pick up agent and his family 
next morning, 4 February 1954, at 1000 hours at tho hotel* 



13* On 4 February case officer and another TOB staff member picked up a- 
gent and his family in an FOB car and drove out to Rhine-Main Airfield. Here 
final confirmation was mde for space on the HAT3 plane ano cur*woras was cleared. 
(C.O. Mote: Tho sergeant at the military police counter had been ti:; :ed off by 
TOB liaison to pass^ ^ and party with no questions askeo*) Finally at 

1400 hours iagent and faolly boarded the aircrcJli r.ra fltv to 

Washington, u.t;. via Paris and the Asores. The air trip took place without in- 
cident* 



14. C J .%nd party arrived at Washington's liationai uirport on 5 Febru- 
ary at 0600 hours, about 3 hours ahead of schedule# Since they arrived so much 
earlier than the scheduled time it was understandable there was no one at che 
airport from Headquarters to moet then* Fortunately, however, the officer at the 
I&N desk hod been tipped off that three aliens without documentation would be 
coming through* The I&N officj^ passed Grallspice 1 and his family through the 
check and put thea in the ^^until later in the morning when

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15 • (\ -3'lwn took a taxi cab with ogont and raoiiy in tow and went to 
the Hotel Bradford whore he took a single room* Case officer left agent and 
familjr in ti ls room «md then went off to KUBAHK Headquartere :.o try to establish 
contact with someone from SUA/OBeC at Headquarters at about 0900 

hours and ^ot in touch with ^ 3 o^’^’ico who in turn put him in 

touch with SH/BOBo Case officer ana Hoad% 4 M«ruers* staffer returned to tho Strad- 
ford Hotel, nicked up agent, wife and daughter and ^ok them to the I&M office in 
the Old Post Office Building in V.ashington where they were registered. From there 
they were taken to the Gordon Hotel, 16th Street N.ljv, where S^LOS had reserved 
rooms for agent and his wife. After agent and his -family were finally settled in 
the hotel they were instructed not to leave their liotel room at any tine. Case 
officer then went to meet the SU/DOB case officer v.*ho was to take over Grallaplce 
1. Cl ^briefed tho new case officer. On 6 February fT J mot agent and 
family several times to make sure they were j-etting along nil right. Agent and 
his family had been permitted to go out of their hotel for short walks in the im- 
mediate vicinity and to gat their meals. Then on 7 February about 1200 hours 
case officer and che new SR/DOB case officer mot GroUepice 1 and family. The 
five went to lunch and then a short drive so that tho noif cr.S8 officer could got 
acquainted vd.th his new charge. When the five returned to tho Gorton, ^ n 
took leave of Grallsplce 1 and fanilv and turned them over complotcly to tho nw 
case officer. On 9 February Cl 1 took a MATS flight back to Frankfurt and 
then by train to Salzburg arriving there on 11 February 1954.

16. In summing up the past yearns association with Grallsplce 1, case 

officer wishes* to review several observations concerning agent which may pos- 
sibly be of use to case officer's handling him in the future: Grallsplce 1 is 

not the ''snook'* type agent, but on the contrary he possesses a very find degree 
of intelligence, connon sense, and objectivity. , He constantly strives to im- 
prove his mind, keeps up to date with current affairs and does not idle ewoy hie 

time (except where the opposite sex is involved and then it may not be just to 
say that this is idling away time). GraHsfd.ee 1 has the very distinct qualifi- 
cation of being able to handle hl^elf in almost any type of situation and of 
"knowing his way aroimd". He certainly is not one to sit at home waiting for de- 
tailed instructions or guidance from his superiors. He hns plenty of initiative 
and drive. Perhaps ths greatest testimony to his qualities as an intelligence 
operative is the fact that he itaa spotted and approached by another Id organiza- 
tion. This reverts to the tradecraft axiom that if a person looks exceptionally 
good to you as an IS operative he probably looks juet as good to other IS organic 
zations. As pointed out before (CH 4 June 53 )> Grallsplce 1 is not a person to 
lie directly. Instead he merely neglects to tell tne whole story (re hie episode 
crossing the /lUStro-German border). 

17. The main disadvantage to Grallsplce 1 is that he is a control problen. 

He is a very active personality and definitely not one to sit around twiddling 
his thumbs. He likes to geb out and circulate. His accidentally running into 
the suspected RIS agent last vrinter and the XOKSSLi^K affair certainly could not 
be blamed on him. His affair with the 16 year old girl, however, was something 
that perhaps could have been avolned had agent discreetly overcome hie affinity 
for teen-age misses. But it. almost remarkable that such an 

active, energetic and lnqias»l>^ p^radmili^e 1 did not get into more 
scrapes than he did during h^ one year, so^und in Salzburg. It would therefore 
bo quite wrong to expect a p&'so%^l!tke Grallepice 1 to sit quietly doing nothing 
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jfor any extended period of tlae« He Is operationally quite well disciplined and 
if a need should exist in a speoific case he could and probably would sit quietly 
for a period of tioe* However the case in Salzburg, where it lasted almost one 
year and where tiie Vienna operation seemed so distant to him was not ono where 
Grallspice 1 could have been expected to sit quietly for so long. Hence, it is 
quite Judicious that agent be kept iniey and that, when need be, he be given very 
detailed "do's** and "dontts" ar4d that a periodic check is made to see that ho is 
observing these do* a and don*ts. In general, a pretty close watch has to be kept 
on agent lest he wander off on his own. 

18. AS muutioned in paragraph one above agent seems to possess/ a very ample 
supply of operational savvy. Ho knows his way around, seems quite capable of hand- 
ling himself, is certainly no introvert, and seems to have the ability to blend in» 
to almost any stratisa of society. This is", of course, a most deslra^o asset In 
an intelligence operative since nil too often the average agent ie quite Inclined 
to do nothing \mless goaded into it or led by the hand. Although cose officer re- 
ceived the impression during his briefing and debriefing at Headquarters that the 
tentative plan was to dispone of agent after about six months time, case officer 
wishes to suggest that every consideration vle-a-vls agent's operational talent and 
possible long range use be made before releasing Grallspice 1. liven though he is 
pretty much a control iuroblem his operational talent would p;ubably offset bhis 
disadvantage* Coneeming Grallspice l*s future with KUBAHK, it wotU.d seem most 
profitable then to follow some }^an whereby Grallspice 1, after ono year or so in 
the States where he could get adjusted to his new citizenship, vrould bo sent back 
overseas in some type of contract agent slot. Even though he is a dutiful hus* 
band nnd father and seems most concerned about his family, he does not at all 
feel that he has to be physically located wj.th them. Ho would, in fact, be peiv 
fectly happy to live outside the U.S. without his family while engaged in some type 
of IS work for the Americans. As long as his family is being taken care of he is 
satisfied and doesn't seem to care if he is away from them. If it would not be 
possible for KUBARK bo maintain Grallspice 1, it might be feasible to turn him 
over to some other U.S. government agenciee like ODEN VI who might be able to use 
such a "snooper'^ as Grallspice 1. 
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
